Plano Burglary Rate Drops 


Overall Crime Shows Slight Increase

Burglary has declined for 
the first time this year, 
according to a crim e report 
released by the Plano Police 
Dept. 
The monthly report w hich 
is sent to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation < F B I ) shows 
that only 53 burglaries oc­ 
curred in 
Plano in 
May 
compared to 63 in April for a 
15 percent decline. 
Since January, burglary 
has increased each month 
from eight to 26 percent. The 
crime has also 
risen 
17 
percent 
compared to the 
same period a year ago. 
All offenses have risen 29 
percent in comparison to 
May of 1975. although crime 
has increased by only 1.4 
percent during the past 
month. 
A ssaults 
showed 
the 
largest increase (112 per­ 
cent) 
in 
May 
with 
17 
reported while thefts rose six 
percent (141 reported). Auto

Twenty-eight percent of all

Police said they solved 58 
percent of the assaults, 53 
percent of the burglaries and 
15 percent of the thefts.

of Texas 


Along about this time every year 
a lot of people who are spending 
their first summer in Texas wander 
into the store wearing a pained and 
an uncomfortable look on their 
faces. Usually they will start the 
conversation with something like 
"I'v e got a bunch of tiny red spots 
on my legs and they itch like 
crazy", or "AAy child is covered 
with these little bumps that have a 
real red center". To the newcomers 
this can be a source of worry and 
embarrassment, but to those of us 
who have been here a while we 
know that they just have a good 
mess of chiggers. 
The chigger is a minutely small 
insect 
that 
may 
have 
various 
names, depending on what part of 
the country you are in. Most of the 
names given to this lowly pest 
wouldn't do to put in a family 
newspaper, but regardless of what 
you call them they are the most 
pestiferous of all insects. 
However 
chiggers 
don't 
just 
attack newcomers. 
People 
who 
have lived here all their lives get 
them too, and we are just as 
miserable as anyone else. The only 
embarrassment is caused by the 
fact that we are supposed to have 
enough sense to avoid them. 
First of all, adult chiggers are 
vegitarians and it doesn't matter 
how good you think you look they 
just aren't interested in taking a 
bite out 
of 
you. 
One 
way 
to 
recognize an adult chigger is to 
count its legs since adult chiggers 
have eight legs. Only the larva 
have six legs and they are the ones 
that cause all the problems. They 
do this by attaching themselves to 
the skin and inject an irritating 
secretion 
which 
causes 
severe 
itching for several days. After a 
while the chigger gets full and is 
either scratched off or drops off 
and becomes an adult.
